Plans for WGRA's Thirteenth Annual Conference were formulated at 
a meeting of the executive committee held in the Los Angeles City” 
Hall on February 20th. The coming meeting will convene at the 
Miramar Hotel at Santa Monica on Thursday and Friday October lst 
and 2nd. 


Suggestions for panel subjects included the relationship between 
school administrators and non-school officials, evaluation of per- 
formance budgeting, a case stuly of the consolidation of city and 

county health functions in San Diego County, installation of work 
simplification programs, advance administrative planning, state 
and federal subsidies to local governments, and statistics as a 
tool. The first three topics were definitely decided upon as panel 
topics. President George Terhune was appointed general chairman 
to coordinate the work of six planning committees. 


Under present plans, only one panel discussion will be conducted 
at a time. Workshop sessions,’to be held on the afternoon of the 
first day, will, however, be conducted concurrently. 





Northern California Political Science Association 





Areas of comparative harmony between city and county officials in rela- 
tion to fringe area problems were pointed up at the annual conference of 
the Northern California Political Science Association held on the Berkeley 
Campus of the University of California on April 10th. At a panel dis- 
cussion under the chairmanship of Earl Campbell of Sm Jose State College, 
the joint backing by city and county forces of Assembly Bill 18) cur- 
rently before the California legislature was regarded as a significant de- 
parture from the bitter dispute at the 1951 session. Richard Graves of the 
League of California Cities and William MacDougall of the County Super- 
visors Association outlined the positions of their respective groups. 
Also participating were T. Jack Kent of the University of California's 
Department of City and Regional Planning, Ross Miller, City Manager of 
Modesto, Ed Howell and Robert Stallings, of Alameda and San Mateo counties, 
and John Leach of the CAO's office of Los Angeles County. 











At the luncheon meeting chaired by George Bemis of Sacramento State Col- 
lege, Edward L. Barrett, Jr. of the University of California Law School 
discussed the impact of Congressional investigations on individual pro- 
fessors and university administrations. A group discussion of required 
courses on American Government was chaired by Dallas Tueller of Fresno 
State College.

Harris of the University of California, president, and John Selig of the 
City College of San Francisco, vice-president.

It is with deep regret that we note the death of Dr. Edwin A. Cottrell 
in Los Angeles on February 10, 1953. A past president of WGRA, Dr.
